In 1916 Miss Kissin performed 
notable work as a speaker for 
Charles Evans Hughes, in whose 
behalf she toured the country from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. In the 
last Presidential campaign she 
went forth to advocate the election 
of Warren G. Harding, and much 
of the big majority given Mr. 
Harding in Indigna is credited to 
the manner in which she elucidated 
for the voters the reasons why 
Mr. Harding should de elected 
President. She has made her 
home in Los Angeles for some time, 
but has never before participated 
in a political campaign in Califor- 
nia.

IVES AND STRIKES 

An English observer says that in his 
country the wives of the workers are bit- 
terly opposed to strikes, and the unions 
are having trouble in carrying out their 
plans because of this. The British govern- 
ment pays what is popularly known as «a 
“dole” to men who are out of employment. 
This is a very small sum, but a good many 
men apply for it rather than work. The 
women say that the dole usually goes to 
the pablic house and does them little good. 
They want the husband to work at his job. 
They can arrange to get their share of the 
money then. The Bnglishman says that 
in this country the women are frequently 
to blame for strikes. They are used to 
spending money for luxuries and will not 
consent to any cut in hubby's wages. They 
form the idea that a strike must be suc- 
cessful and they often urge their husbands. 
to desert the job rather than endure any 
reduction in the pay envelope. This may 
have been the fact at one time, but the av- 
erage wifely temper in this country is now 
strongly set against thé use of the strike 
as a weapon to force employers to pay 
higher wages. The strike has proven its 
incapacity to produce this result. Ninety 
per cent of the strikes are failures and the 
man who indulges the strike habit to any 
material extent will never have much of a 
job. The wives have learned that work for 
twelve months of the year, even at a re- 
duced wage, will bring in a good deal more 
money than an occasional successful strike.

ing up the home.

“Handling Little Jobs as Though They

Charles H. Markham, president of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, has been a la- 
borer, section hand, coal shoveler, baggage 
smasher and station agent. 

Strangely enough, this president of one 
of America's premier railroads reached al- 
most the 40-year milestone without achiev- 
ing anything but a minor position; but at 
last his zest for doing things right, “han- 
dling little jobs as though they were big 
ones,” attracted the attention of his supe- 
tiors and he was accorded the opportunt- 
ties which resulted in his rapid though post- 
poned advancement. This is how it hap 
pened—in his own words: 

“At 29 my supreme ambition was to get 
a little station in one of the California val- 
leys where I could have grass and raise 
chickens. I was then a station agent at 
Benson, Ariz., in the dry country, and, with 
my wife, lived over the station waiting 
room. We talked about the coveted Call- 
fornia place as another couple might have 
talked about the p of the road 
and a limousine car. 

“Finally, the day | was made general man- 
ager of the Southern Pacific I went to the 
old Pacific Union Club in San Francisco 
for luncheon. There I happened to meet 
E. F. Gerald, a former chief traveling au- 
ditor for the road, and he told me—or rath- 
er told a mutual friend of ours, while 1 
stood listening—the secret of what had 
puzzled me so long.

I explained about 
the influence of the nervous in- 
fluence on the bowels in a pre- 
vious article. Suffice it to say here 
that tranquillity of mind and a 
lack of thinking toe much about 
any of your functiong will give 
them a chance to werk better. 

(5.) Physics. As long as you 
continue to take physics, you wil! 

It is 
far better to correct your sonst!- 
pation. by correcting your babies 
that cause the constipation, than 
it ie to use physics. Physics are 
probably necessary occasionally for 
some people, but perhaps in these 
cases an enema might do just as 
well. 

Is there any harm in using an 
enema daily? It depends upon the 
enema. A small enema of cold 
water could be used indefinitely, I 
believe, without harm, but I also 
believe that the bowels can be 
trained without it. Next week I
